A Brave English Kohlu-r Over- 
powered l»y Numbers, 

(I ondon Dispatch to New York Herald.) 

Mi. fJurleigh, the war correspondent 
who was wounded ot Abotl Klea, has, 
under the inspiration ot his hurt, writ- 
ten to the Daily Telegraph a thrilling 
account of l he battle, and in it occurs 
this description of Colonel Burnaby's 
death, which must become his hia tori 
cal: 

"Still down upon us the dark Arab 
vave rolled. It had arrived within 1100 
yards, undiminished in volume, unbrok- 
en in strength — u rush of spearsmen 
and swordsmen. Their rille tire had 
ceased. Other Arab forces, surrounding 
us — the Mahdi's troops, plundering 
Bedouins and pillaging villagers from 
the river side— stood eager on the hill- 
sides watching the charge upon the 
British st]u:i re. In wild excitement, 
their white teeth glistening and the 
sheen of their brandished weapons flash- 
ing like thousands of mirrors, onward 
they came, charging straight into our 
ran ks. 

"1 was at that instant inside the 
square, not far from the Gardner gun, 
when I saw the left face move some- 
what backward. Colonel Rurnaby him- 
self, whose very action at the time 1 
saw him from a distance of about 
thirty yards, rode out in front of the 
rear left face, apparently to assist two 
or the skirmishers running in hard 
pressed. All but one man of them sue-, 
ceeded in reaching our lines. Colonel 
Burnahy went forward to his assistant; 
sword in hand. As the daunt less Colonel 
rode forward he put himself in the way 
of a sheik chargeing flown on horse- 
back. 

'•Ere the Arab closer] with him a 
bullet from some one in our ranks 
brought the sheik headlong on the 
ground. The enemy's speai'eUM'n were 
close behind and one of them suddenly 
dashed at Colonel Burnaby, pointing 
the long blade of his spear at his throat. 
Checking his horse ami pulling it back- 
ward, Burnaby leaped forward in his 
saddle and parried the Moslem's rapid 
and ferocious thrusts. But the length 
of the man's weapon-eight feet-put it 
out of his power to return with inter 
est the Arab's murderous intent. Once 
or twice Colonel Burnaby just touched 
his] man only to make him more wary 
and eager. The atfray was the work of 
seconds only, for the savage horde of 
swarthy negroes from Kordofan and 
straight-haired tawny-complexioiied 
Arabs of the Bay uda steppe were fast 
closing in upon our square. 

"Colonel Burnaby fenced the .swarthy 
Arab as if he were playing in an as- 
sault at arms, and there was a smile on 
his features an he drove oil the. man's 
awkward points. The scene was taken 
m a glance. With that lightning in- 
stinct which I have seen desert war- 
riors before now display in battle while, 
coming to one another's aid, an Arab 
who was pursuing a soldier and had 
passed live paces to Buruahy'u right 
and rear, turned with a sudden spring 
and thin second Arab ran his spear point 
into the colonel's right shoulder. It. was 
but a slight wouud. Enough, though, to 
cause Burnaby to twist around in his Bad- 
die and defend himself from this unex- 
pected attack. 

"Bufore theaavnije could repeat his uu- 
lnoked fur blow, si. near the ranks id the 
■quart) was the scene now being enacted, 
a snhlier ran out »nd drove his sword 
buy o net through the second ji.ssaihmt. 
Brief as was Burnaby's glance backward 
at this fatal episode, it was long emm^h 
to enable the lirst Arab to deliver his 
spear point full in the brave officer's 
throat. The blow drove Burnaby out ot 
Ins saddle, but it required a second one 
before ho let go his grip of the reins and 
tumbled upon the ground. 

"fjilf n dozen 'Arabs wero' now about 
him. With blood gushing in streams 
from his gashed throat the dauntless 
guardsman leaped to his feet, sword in 
hand, and slashed at the ferocious group. 
They were the wild strokes of a proud, 
brave man dying hard, and he was quickly 
overborne and left helplcs3 and dying.''

S1A.- Russia has more soldiers and more 
sliipH-of-war than any other countrv in 
the world. Tn her standing army there 
are 7S0,0I0 men, and she has 358 ships 
in her navy. It costs §125,000,000 a 
year to keep her military establish- 
ments on their peace footing, and her 
military authorities say they can place 
"2, .'100,000 trained men under arms ill 
wartime. The English standing army 
is 182,000 men. This includes the Eng- 
lish regular troops serving in India. 
The English War Office authorities pro- 
fess to be able to put 642,000 well-drill- 
ed and effective British troops in the 
liehl if culled on to do so. This does 
not include the Indian auxiliary forces, 
which would swell the total British 
forces ot home and a broad to over 
1,000,000 men. It costs England l?90,- 
01)0,000 a year to keep up its regular 
army. In 1853 there were 52,000 Irish 
soldiers in the English army; now- there 
are only 31,000. In 1853 a great num- 
ber of Irishmen from Tipperary, Ar- 
magh, Kilkenny and other Irish mili- 
tia regiments volunteered for active 
service and wero sent to the Crimea. 
The English navy contains 283 ships. 
Put while the Russian navy contains 
more vessels than the English navy, it 
must bo remembered that England 
spends three times as much on her navy 
as Russia spends oa hers. — N. Y. Hun

hitherto been exempted from taxation 
by the Egyptain Government, it is pro- 
vided that they shall be subjected to 
the ordinary burdens that are imposed 
upon native property holders similarly 
situated. The interest on the new loan, 
it is agreed, shall not exceed ?>h per 
cent. No doubt the financial arrange- 
ment will bo carefully criticized, and 
we shall know more about it when it 
is made the subject of Parliamentary 
discussion. 



In Lieutenant-Governor Dewdnay's re- 
port, January, 1881, ho stated that "the 
wijq policy pursued by tho Canadian gov- 
ernment in their treatment of the Indiana 
is now bearing fruit.". . . .They are quiet 
and Uw-abiding as "a whole." In turn- 
ing to the rop.irt, of the saino dato, by 
tho commissioner of the mounted police, 
>vo gut a somewhat different view of the 
matter. A large number of Indiana in 
the vicinity of thu Cypress hills "required 
constant police surveillance." A body of 
Indians visited the camp of Mr. La 
Franco and "torbado tho cutting of any 
more timber." Mr. La Franco and his 
meu wore "thoroughly frightened." The 
Indians ut Maple creok "were, the as- 
sistant Indian commissioner considered, 
in a very unsettled state." In compliance 
with his "urgent request, more men were 
stationed there." At Edmonton, the In- 
dian agent informed the post officers of 
"exorbitant demands made by the Indians 
in a most overbearing manner, and re- 
quested police .assistance. An officer and 
teti'men were sent there." From Fort 
Pitt "reports reached his honor that tho 
Indians on reserves in that vicinity wore 
likely to givu serious trouble* I stationed 
an officer and twonty tivo men there." 
The country was infested by horse-thieves 
(Indians and whites), from U. S. territory. 
War parties of Canadian Indians sur- 
reptitiously crossed tho boundary lino on 
horso stealing expeditions. Now, the 
question is, which of these two reports 
aro wo to believe — that of tho lieutenant 
governor or that of tho police commis 
aionor? Later events incline us to attach 
credence to the latter. It is manifest 
that, ooth along the boundary and along 
the North Saskatchewan (300 miles to the 
north) tho Indians, more than a year ago, 
wore very discontented. A further cause has 
added 'to their dissatisfaction, namely, the 
enforced removal of many of tho people 
from the vicinity of the boundary to tho 
country north of the C. P. Railway. Tho 
commissioner's report shows that this was 
done by forco against tho will of the In- 
dians. However necessary it may have 
been, for international reasons, to prevent 
the possibility of horso stealing raids from 
Canadian territory, tho domestic result was 
to concentrate along tho North Saskatcho

As our young 
men mnrcli past the streets, as they" Hock 
to their mustering places, the spirited 
citizen feels a throb of pride at the "eager- 
ness they exhibit, at the soldierly spirit 
they display, at the evident desire to do 
duty in its real sense, and to prove to a 
critical people that the days of dress-parade 
have not been vain exhibitions, and that 
those who played at being soldiers with 
such skill and grace are ready to show that 
they can be real soldiers with entire devo- 
tion to their dangerous duty when they are 
called to arms. We are not disposed need- 
lessly to exaggerate the dangers of the ser- 
vice or claim for our militia and volunteers 
any unusual heroism. But fighting is fight- 
ing no matter how brief the battlo may be; 
and the spirit we see exhibited now in this 
expedition against n rebellious half-breed 
chief, is the historic spirit of British, Can- 
adian, troops; it is the spirit which was 
oxhibited when Arnold was forced from tho 
walls of Quebec, when Brock fell at Qiieen- 
ston heights, when the marauders wern 
driven back from Hidgeway. Our young 
soldiers are the fitting descendants of our 
old heroes; aud the public will award them 
the meed of praise and honor which is the 
traditional reward of valor in defence of 
our native laud, or the preservation of its 
peace and order. 



EG YP VIA N FIN A NCE8. 

An agreement has been arrived at 
between the Powers in reference to the 
finances of Egypt. It would seem, from 
the statement made by Mr. Ohildera in 
the House, of Commons last week, that 
an agreement has been made to guarn- 
tee a loan of §1 5, 000, 000, which is to 
bo used in lifting tho present Egyptian 
debt. This loan is to be liquidated by 
the redemption of the sum of $1,575,- 
000 in each and every year until tho 
whole loan is extinguished. The nor- 
mal annual expenses of the Egyptian 
Government are fixed at §20,185,000, 
$1,000,000 of which is to go to pav the 
expense of maintaining the Egyptian 
finny. There is to be a 5 per cent, re- 
duction in the coupon payments, and 
\ per 1 cent, in the interest on tho Suez 
Canal shares. Under this agreement 
ho Khedive is empowered, in the event 
of any necessity for further reduction, 
to summon an international convention 
to consider the. propriety of making 
them. Provision is made for the free 
navigation of the Suez Canal, which is 
to be finally delt with by a conference 
to be held at Paris. With reference to

Hudson Bay company at ono time, but of 
lato, since the disappearance of the larger 
game, is only held as a winter trading post. 
There is not probably much Bupplj of am- 
munition or grain at this point. On the 
extreme left, called the "Elbow," is the 
point through which passes the telegraph 
lino bom the Qu'Appelle lakes to llumboll, 
llu'iie.' to tho upper crossing of the south- 
branch of the Saskatchewan, known as 
Clark's Crossing. Tho telegraph line pro- 
ceeds to the "Elbow" thence to llattleford 
and l'dmonton. This crossing is only used 
by those wishing to take Hi" more direct 
route from tin' Qu'Appelle to Battleford 
and Kdmonlon. Thb middle crossing of 
the South Saskatchewan, as shown upon 
the map is tin- crossing where Col. Iivine 
is now supposed to bo attempting to make 
his passage. This is the most direct route 
between Huiubolt •and fJlirltou, although 
there is still a lower crossing via Duck 
Lake, Carllon being the objective point. 
This crosmig has evidently been chosen by- 
Col. Irvine in consequence of its being a 
regular wagon road, whereas tho other two 
crossings mentioned are cart trails. At this 
crossing tin- South Saskatchewan river is 
about half the width of the Ottawa river 
opposite .Major's Hill. The banks are ex- 
ceedingly steep, well wooded on the mirth 
Mil.' of l!n- river, comparatively open on 
the south. The difficulty which has present- 
ed itself to Col. Irvine, no doubt, al this 
seasou of the year, has been that the Water 
of the south branch, rising fnr south, has 
overflown the ice which forms the cross- 
ing, us it generally does up to the middle 
of February, and n is not unlikely that 
he is m.a'ilc t'i cross on the ice, while the 
ferry bent, which is used there is unable 
to ply its way on account of the presence 
of the ice.

dians. It. is a very considerable half- 
breed settlement. Prince Albert will bo 
seen on the , south sido of tho north 
branch of the Saskatchewan, about mid- 
way between Carlton and whore the 
South Saskatchewan joins tho northern 
branch. This is an English-speaking 
settlement principally, although one por- 
tion, the most western, has a largo num- 
ber of French half-breed settlers. There 
aro at this point mission establishments 
of the Church of England, Roman 
Catholic and Presbyterian churches. The 
Emmanuel college, which iB under the 
direction of his lordship tho bishop of 
Saskatchewan, is located here. This is 
tho site also of tho Episcopal See of 
the Saskatchewan. There is a Hudson 
Bay trading post at this point, which is 
not, however, fortified, and contains largo 
stores of groceries, grain, ordinary ammu- 
nition and trading guns. Thoro ia also a 
gnsL and aawioill. Tliu Dominion gov- 
ernment have in course of croction a gaol 
and court house. It extends several 
miles along the banks of tho river and 
largo quantities of grain and a consider- 
able number of cattle aro now thero. 

From thiii point to the forks of tho 
Saskatchewan tho intervening space be- 
tween tho two rivers is mainly populated 
with French half-breeds and English half- 
breed settlers, who may also bo supposed 
to have considerable stores of grain and 
largo stocks of cattlo. Between the 
'Elbow' and tho 'Forks' and between 
Clarke's Crossing nnd tho south branch 
and tho Forks will bo tho scene of the 
conflict if one arises.

WiNNii'Hri, April 6.— Nothing definite 
is known of Kiel's force, und most con- 
tradictory stories have been afloat. It is 
not likely that the rebels will oppose the 
troops in a body, but they may do them 
much harm by harrassing the skirmishers 
on their march across the prairies.

Tin: roads were 
bad and the weather at times extremely 
cold, tho thermometer going us low as 33 
deg. be-low. The feeling is almost universal 
that this hardship and long delay should 
have boon avoided by gaining permission 
to send troops shrnugh tho United Status. 

Brantfoud, Out., April 7.— Supt. 
Oilkison, offering to organize several hun- 
dred of Sioux Nation Indians as a scout- 
ing force, has been informed that their 
services will be accepted if required. 

Ottawa, Out. , April 7. — The minister 
of tho interior has issued instructions to 
land agonts that all homesteaders who 
may volunteer for active service in the 
present trouble in the northwest will be 
allowed time so spent as residence on 
their land; also that those interested are 
roquostod to call at the Dominion land 
office and unter their names in order that 
their land may be protected.

Messrs. W. F. Mur.ay and C. D. 
Orant, uf Now Westminster, who have 
been prospecting for the past several 
mouths in the New Westminster district, 
report the discovery of u rich lead of 
silver a short distance from Frasor river 
near the Mission. Tho loud extends for 
about two miles, from 10 to -10 feet wide 
and in sight tu a height of 100 foot.

"LTavu I tiiuo to ^ive you a fcwrcnmrks 
aljout liorsesv >\ hy, certainly; don't you 
kuow u mtiu always lias tituu to talk iu- 
ligioil, pulilics or 'hoss'f' Von don't ex- 
pect mc to •liivo away' uuy tricks of tho 
trade. Well, L shan't— not tlmt thuro 
aren't plenty of tricks in the lior.se trade, 
but M'elre established uere with a good, 
rcpulatlojtjtifltj we have to deal squarely; 
no wo leave the •funny business' to gyp 
Bies and other outside dealers. We have 
to study a buyer often and humor hint a 
good deal, especially the chap who does 
not know any inoro about a horso 
than a horse knows about him. If 
a man really knows something about a, 
horse we can deal with him comfortably 
enough, but the chap who only knows 
horse- books -lie's the 'daisy' to tleal with. 
He'll twirl his eye-glasses and ask l atin 
question enough to paralyze a li rat class 
veterinary surgeon. We can always pick 
out the man who is buying bis lirst horse 
— and'lie's another 'daisy.' He'll pound 
tho horse nil over, muss bis kid gloves try- 
ing to open his mouth for ago-uiarks, and 
then come the questions: 'Is lie a free 
driver, speedy, gentle it' driven by women 
or children;' "Will he stand without being 
tied'/ Is . he. afraid of hands of music, 
steam cars or whistles'.' Is lie apt. to shy 
or kick or bulk. In fact, ho seems to want 
to buy n- cheap horse angel! 

" You see it'3 as hard to lind along com- 
bination of good traits in a horse as it Ja 
in a man. Any horso t hat is tough and 
Bound enough to be a free driver with 
good speed is pretty sure to have some lit- 
tle kinks that a horseman wouldn't mind 
at all. Of course, no hody wauts uu out- 
right kicker or otherwise vicious beast, 
but a horse; often gets a bad reputation 
through the ignorance of tho driver. 
Take shying for instance; a horse isn't 
near as nervous as most bumaus. lie 
quite naturally notices an unusual object 
and expresses bis surprise bv a variation 
in gait- or a side jump. Now the first 
Uiiu^ auuileur drivers think it best to do 
in ibis easo is to yell at the beast and give 
him a, slash °r two with the whip. Well, 
the horse thinks— ob, you may laugh, hut 
he. docs think all the same— well, be 
thinks his driver is frightened too, and 
tliat he has a double reason to be scared, 
and perhaps runs away. "Who knows, he 
may do it with the intention of putting 
'himself and driver in ti place of safety! 

"Now a horse never shies without first 
.notifying a watchful driver. 11 a cause is 
iu- front of, him, ho will throw an oar 
Bhurply in that direction; if behind, he 
will point an ear inquiringly back; then, 
nn experienced driver, who ought always 
to be on the lookout, ut once gets ready to 
hold him and at the same time reassures 
him with a calm, firm stable word or two 
that he is used to. Yes, sir, any horse 
tlmt can see is likely to shy; and when 
any onu tells you he will not, it will be 
about as near tho truth as that hostler or 
waiter who told Mr. Pickwick that bis 
liorse 'voulda't shy if he vas to meet a 
vuggin load of monkeys vith their tails 
burnt off.' That's I he funniest horse 
etory I ever read' — ob, you've read it, have 
you. Good. 

" Speak of punishing a horse; always be 
careful about using a whip on a horse you 
!don't know; see bow differently horses 
take a whipping; just like youngsters — 
some will tremble and loose their spirit, 
others will become sLubborn and balk a 
spunky one will jump right out of your 
hands, and you might not get him wick 
'in lime enough to save a broken wagon 
'or bead. Ami here's a had practice you 
ought to speak of, the lighting of those 
isnappy parlor-matches on a wheel-tire; 
many a horse has been startled in that 
•way. Smoking on horseback is a very 
tail practice. A falling spark from a 
[pipe or cigar lias caused many riders 
'broken bones or had bruises. 

u . What is the best color for a horse? 
•Well, that is about as much a matter of 
(taste as importance. To be sure, few per- 
sons want a 'calico' or circus liorse, as the 
Ihoys call them, nor do they want a con- 
spicuous . cream colored animal. White 
horses are objectionable because they bo- 
a-vis, utya'alid cure inn ueViiues alb uie itiusi. 
•'popular, and they tire more easily matched 
alum liclit ones. Grays, iron-grays and 
Sloans have a settled reputation f.~r strcngt h 
land toughness — but you might till a big 
book with tiie conceits and traditions 
about the marks and colors of horses. "
